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STEVENS VIS FISK. 

A New York Divorce Declared Valid in 
‘ Canada. 

By Telegrawvh to the Post-Dispatch. 

Orrawa. Ont., January 14—An important case. 
involving the question of whether a divorce obtained 
in the United States can be recogn zed in the Cana- 
dian courts, was decided by the Supreme Court 
yesterday. The case was that of Stevens against 
Fisk, an appeal from the decision of the Quebec 
Court of the Queen's Bench. 

Virginia Gertrude Stevens and Zeny J. Fisk were 
married in New York in 1871. Miss Stevens was 
possessed of a fortune of $220,795. inher.ted from 
ber father. Miss Stevens’ fortune consisted of cash, 
bonds and other valuable effects. After marriage 
Mrs. Fisk received her property from her trustees 
and placed it in the hands of ber husband, who 
administered it until 1876. Fisk re- 
mained in New York about eighteen months 


after his marriage, when he left for Montreal and 
commenced busines as a merchant. He sti/i re 
sides there. His wife followed him, and lived in 
Montreal about a year. She left him and has since 
resided alternately in Paris and New York. In 1876 
she demanded from Fisk 

A RETURN OF HER SECTRITIES, 


and received a portion ot them. She then instituted 
proceedings in New York fora divorce, and in 188) 
obtained a decree absolutely dissolving ber mar- 
riage pith the respondent, on the ground of 
adultery, and in IS*l she commenced an action in 
the Supreme Court of Montreal to recover her prop- 
erty. Fisk fleda demurrer, claiming that there 
had never been any dissolution of the marriage, ac- 
cording to the laws of Canada. This demurrer was 
dismissed by the Justice, who heid that even if the 
parties were still busband and qwife,the woman 
would be entitled to suffer on account of ber hus 
band’s administration of her private fortune. He 
also heid the divorce was valid, and maintained the 
action, but the Court of Queen's Bench reversed 
this judgment on the grounds that tbe decree of 
divorceé granted by the courts of New York. had no 
force in Quebec province, and that, therefore, the 
wife could not insttute proceedings without au- 
thor zation. The case was then carried to the 
Supreme Court, which vesterday reversed the judy- 
ment of the Court of Queens Bench, and sus 
tained the decision of the justice. In giving judg- 
ment, Caief Justice Sir Wm. Ritchie, said the ques 
tion Was one of the most interesting ae well as the 
most difficult in points of internationailaw. After 
a careful study be bad averred at de conclusion 
that 

TRE APPEAL SHOULD BE ALLOWED 
and the judgment of the Superior Court sustained. 
The appellant appeared to have obtained a valid 
divorce, which should be ized in the Province 
of Quebec. The majority of the Court incided 
with the Chicf Justice and the judgment upnold- 
ing the divorces was confirmed with costs. It is 
probable that the case will be carried to the Privy 
Council of England.
